Vegetarians, of cou rse, differ 
among themselves, and they are 
vegetarians for many different 
reasons. There are those who have 
moral reasons. It is wrong to 
slau ghter animals. No argu ment 
can

b rou ght against 
that. 
Those who aver that the eating of 
meat b rings the danger of disease 
lu rking in animal flesh b elong to 
another school. As do those who 
b elieve in vegetarianism as s 
means of promoting horticu ltu re 
and getting u s all b ack to an agri­ 
cu ltu ral ex istence. 


Little Scientific Basis 


The poisonou s natu re or dangers 
of meat as an argu ment hasn't 
mu ch scientific b asis. 
One has 
only to addu ce the stu dies of 
Thomas on “The Health of a Car- 
nivorou s Race,” which were the 
Eskimos. They live ex clu sively on 
raw meat, and contrary to b elief do 
not eat mu ch fat or b lu b b er. They 
are very healthy. High b lood pres­ 
su re or kidney disease is less pre­ 
valent among them than among u s. 
Ex amining nearly two hu ndred 
Eskimos b etween the agee of 40 
and 60, Thomas fou nd the average 
b lood pressu re to b e 129. They are 
rery active and vigorou s, so they 
mu st get vitamins from the meat. 
Those who think that man’s 
stru ctu re is designed for vege­ 
tarianism made a mistake. 
It 
wou ld not b e scientific to ray that 
man cannot su b sist on a vege­ 


tarian diet for a long time and rn- 
tain his facu lties, as witness Ber­ 
nard Shaw. Althou gh, according 
to H. G. Wells, Shaw cheats: he 
has u ken to u sing vitamin tab lets 
lately and since some of them are 
of anima! origin he doesn’t call 
them food. He calls them—“Those 
chemicals.” 


Ab u ndant Protein 


Of the three primary food ele­ 
ments (ex clu ding the vitamins 
and minerals) protein is fou nd 
most ab u ndantly in animal food. 
Fat also. 
Vegetab les are pre­ 
dominant for the carb ohydrates—- 
su gars and starches. Bu t all vege­ 
tab les contain some protein, and 
many contain a great deal—wheat 
flou r, cereals, b eans, peas and nu ts. 
So we can get proteins from vege­ 
tab les. These vegetab le proteins, 
however, do not act as readily in 
the b odily economy as animal pro­ 
teins. They are not economical 
proteins. 
So while it is possib le to live 
and thrive on an ex clu sively vege­ 
tab le diet. there is r.o su pport for 
the argu ment th at it is a su perior 
method of nu trition. It isn't. 
Bu t the really tou gh argu ment 
for the vegetarian to get over 
centers in the recent wartime ex ­ 
periments on isocaloric meals for 
war workers. 
A set of workers were given 
b reakfasts 
which 
were su cces­ 
sively, for certain periods, first, 
almost entirely carb ohydrate; sec­ 
ond. almost entirely fat; anti third. 
a little over half protein, a third 
carb ohydrate and the rest fat. 
Then their efficiency was charted. 
The 
carb ohydrate 
b reakfast 
kept them going for ab ou t two 
hou rs and then they slu mped and 
complained 
ab ou t 
hu nger 
and 
weakness. 
The protein b reakfast mix ed 
with some carb ohydrates and fat 
resu lted in no let-u p or diminu tion 
in rigor for six hou rs.

J E8US AND His disciples went 
t j the shore of the Sea of Galilee, 
and great crowds followed them. 
So great was the crowd that 
J esus stepped into a boat and 
stood or sat In it while He talked 
to the people on the shore. 
He talked to them in parables, 
short stories about things with 
which they were all familiar but 
with a deeper meaning—as if 
y our mother told y ou a story that 
was meant to suggest to y ou that 
the nice, helpful boy or girl picked 
up their play things and clothing 
and hung them up. without telling 
y ou so directly . 
The first parable was about the 
man who sowed his fields. It may 
have been that from where J esus 
and the many people listening to 
him were, a man really was sow­ 
ing seed in the ground. Some of 
the seed the man sowed, said 
J esus, fell by the way side—as it 
often does. Wild birds fly ing over 
saw tt~because y ou know birds’ 
ey es are very keen—and they ate 
it. so there was no crop from that 
seed. 
Fell on Rocky Soil 
Some of the seed fell on rocky 
ground which had only a thin cov. 
ermg of soil This seed grew up, 
but so shallow was the earth cov­ 
ering that as soon as the sun came 
up hot, the plants withered and 
died 
Again no crop. Still more 
of the seeds fell among thorns. 
These weeds grew so fast and so 
tall and strong that they choked 
the smaller plants and they died. 
But other seed fell into good 
ground, and these seeds grew and 
grew, nourished by the good earth 
and the ram, and they y ielded an 
abundant harvest. 
Then said J esus, "He who hath 
ears to hear, let him hear " As 
the multitude went away . and 
J esus was left alone with his dis­ 
ciples they asked Him about this 
parable, and He explained that by 
the sow’er He meant the preacher, 
such as Himself or one of them. 
The seeds that fell by the way side 
meant the minds of people who 
heard what was said, but so care­ 
less 
were 
they 
of 
what 
they 
heard that an evil spirit took th*e 
words away from them and the 
message did them no good at all. 
The 
seeds 
sown 
on shallow 
ground meant the message heard 
by shallow', careless people, who 


received it gladly , found it to be 
good, but soon forgot it. They had 
no real depth of character to nour­ 
ish the Word. 
“ And these are they which are 
sown among thorns,’’ said the 
Lord, “ such as hear the word. And 
the cares of this world, and the 
lusts of other things entering in. 
choke the word, and it becometh 
unfruitful." It is like a child who 
means to be good and who hears 
what the parents say , but is so 
taken up with his own play and 
other interests, that he forgets 
and so gets into n Ischief in spite 
of good intentions. 
Yield Abundant Harvest 
Those who hear and take the 
Lord’s message to heart, who 
think and pray over it and try to 
live the go o d life alway s, and help 
others so to do, are the good soil 
on which seeds are sown. They 
y ield abundant harvest. They are 
like the disciples—all but J udas 
Iscariot— wh o treasu red what the 
Lord tau gh t them, spread the 
message all their lives, and by 
these teachings and the example 
they set, did incalculable good. 
J esus then told these men whom 
He had chosen to spread His mes­ 
sage over the earth that when y ou 
light a candle y ou do not put it 
under a bushel or under a bed, but 
in a candlestick to give light. So 
His word sh o u ld be as the lighted 
candle, set aloft to bring light to 
those who listened and under­ 
stood the message. 
After J esus’ death and resur­ 
rection these men would go about 
preaching what they had learned 
from Him. and as they taught 
their own spiritual life would grow 
and they would acquire more pow ­ 
er for go o d. * For he that hath. 
to him shall be given,” but to 
“ him that hath not, from him shall 
be taken even that which he hath.” 
Men grow in character by their 
good thoughts which lead to good 
actions. The more they ponder on 
the spiritual side of all things and 
try to help others to get their 
point of view, the more they gain 
for themselves. But those who 
are 
heedless and self-centered, 
careless 
forgetting 
what 
good 
they hear, are apt to lose what 
they have. 
Merely 
sowing 
the 
seed 
is 
enough. We should have faith 
that it will fall into good ground, 
as the man sows and sleeps 
and 
wakes to do other work. Th e earth 
will take care of even a tiny seed 
like a mustard seed and bring 
forth may be a great tree which 
will be shelter and comfort to 
many .

A story of the canning industry 


was told Thursday to Circleville 


Rotarians by Clarence R. 
Barn­ 
hart, 
a member of the club 
and 
president of the W inorr Canning 
Co. 
Mr. 
Barnhart, who has 
been 
with W inorr Co. since 1909, said 
that before the war the canning 
industry was the largest in the 
nation. 
The speaker traced the history 
and 
growth of the industry, 
de­ 
claring 
that French in the 
18th 
| century started canning with use 
! of bottles. The French experiment­ 
ed 14 years before they were able 
j to 
preserve food, but efforts 
of 
the scientific world in the last 135 
years have perfected the canning 
system. Indian corn was first can- 
! ned in 1800. 
Mr. 
Barnhart 
told 
Rotarians 
that sea food was canned first in 
1825, that the first tin plate came 
from the Dutch East Indies, and 
that most of the Indies output was 
imported by the U. S. before the 
1 first World W ar. 
Rotarians 
were told that 
one 
man can operate a machine which 
prepares corn for canning at the 
, rate of 3,000 cans an hour. Toma- 
toea are processed in open kettles 
and 
other products in 
boilers. 
About 90 minutes are required to 
process a large can of food. 
The pea packing industry was 
j started in New York before the 
I Civil W ar, and in those days they 
were hulled and picked by hand. 
; In 1880 machinery was invented 
! to pick and hull peas. W inorr to­ 
day has 16 such machines. 
There were about 38,000 tons of 
peas in the nation each year be­ 
fore 1942, but Mr. Barnhart de­ 
clared 
that in 1942 there 
were 
424.000 tons of peas, 132,000 tons 
of beets and 3,167,000 tons of to­ 
matoes. 
In 
the same year there 
were 
134.000 acres of land devoted to 
fas, 485,000 to sweet corn, 66,000 
lima beans, 135,000 to 
snap 
to 
beans and 600,000 to tomatoes.

They live exclusively on 
raw meat, and contrary to belief do 
not eat much fat or blubber They 
are very healthy. High blood pres­ 
sure or kidney disease is less pre­ 
valent among them than among us. 
Examining nearly two hundred 
Eskimos between the ages of 40 
and 60, Thomas found the average 
blood pressure to be 129. They ar* 
very active and vigorous, so they 
must re t vitamins from the meat. 
Those who think that man’s 
structure is designed for vege­ 
tarianism made a mistake.

would not be scientific to say tin t 
man cannot subsist on a vege- 


the bodily economy as animal pro­ 
teins. They are not econo mien! 
proteins. 
So while it is possible to live 
and thrive on an exclusively vege­ 
table diet. there is ro support for 
the argument that it is a superior 
method of nutrition. It isn’t. 
But the really tough argument 
for the vegetarian to get mer

JESU8 AND His disciple* went 
IU the shore of the Sea of Galilee, 
and great crowd* followed them. 
So great wa* the crowd that 
Jesus stepped into a boat and 
stood or sat in it while He talked 
to the people on the ahore. 
He talked to them in parablea. 
abort itoriea about thing* with 
which they were all familiar but 
with a deeper meaning—as if 
your mother told you a atory that 
wa* meant to suggest to you that 
the nice helpful boy or girl picked 
up their playthings and clothing 
and hung them up. without telling 
you so directly. 
The first parable was about th* 
man who sowed hi* fields. It may 
have been that from where Je*u* 
and the many people listening to 
him were. a man really wa* tow­ 
ing seed in the ground. Some of 
the seed the man sowed, said 
Jesus, fell by the wayside—as it 
often does*. Wild birds flying over 
saw it—because you know birds' 
eye* are very keen—and they ate 
it. so there was no crop from that 
seed. 
Fell on Rocky Soil 
Some of the »eed fell on rocky 
ground which had only a thin cov­ 
ering of soil This seed grew up, 
but so shallow was the earth cov­ 
ering that ss soon as the sun came 
up hot, the plants withered and 
died Again no crop Still more 
of the seeds fell among thorns. 
These weeds grew so fast and so 
tall and strong that they choked 
the smaller plants and they died. 
But other seed fell into good 
ground, and these seeds grew and 
grew, nourished by the good earth 
and the ram, and they yielded an 
abundant harvest 
Then said Jesus, "He who hath 
ears to hesr, let him hear ” As 
the multitude went away. and 
Jesus wa* left alone with his dis­ 
ciples they asked Him about this 
parable, and He explained that by 
lh* sower He meant the preacher, 
such as Himself or one of them. 
The seeds that fell by the wayside 
meant th* minds of people who 
heard w*hat was said, but so care­ 
less were they of what they 
heard that an evil spirit took the 
word* away from them and the 
message did them no good at all. 
The seeds sown on shallow 
ground meant the message heard 
by shallow', careless people, who 


received it gladly, found it to be 
good, but soon forgot It. They had 
no real depth of character to nour­ 
ish the Word 
"And these are they which are 
sown among thorns.’' said the 
Lord, "such as hear the word. And 
the cares of this world, and the 
lusts of other things entering in, 
choke the word, and It becometh 
unfruitful." It is like a child who 
means to be good and who hears 
what the parent* say, but ia so 
taken up with hi* own play and 
other interests, that he forgets 
and ao gets into n ischief in spite 
of good intentions. 
Yield Abundant Harvest 
Those who hear and take the 
Lords message to heart, wrho 
think and pray over it and try to 
live the good life alway*, and help 
others so to do, are the good toil 
on which reeds are sown. They 
yield abundant harvest. They are 
like the disciples—all but Judas 
Iscariot—who treasured what the 
Lord taught them, spread the 
message all their lives, and by 
these teachings and the example 
they set. did incalculable good. 
Jesus then told these men whom 
He had chosen to spread Hi* mes­ 
sage over the earth that when you 
light a candle you do not put it 
under a bushel or under a bed, but 
in a candlestick to give light. So 
HU word should be as the lighted 
candle, set aloft to bring light to 
those who listened and under­ 
stood the message. 
After Jesus’ death and resur­ 
rection these men would go about 
preaching w hat they had learned 
from Him. and a* they taught 
their own spiritual life would grow 
and they would acquire more pow ­ 
er for good. ' For he that hath. 
to him shall be given." but to 
"him that hath not, from him shall 
be taken even that which he hath " 
Men grow in character by their 
good thoughts which lead to good 
actions The more they ponder on 
the spiritual side of all thm gi and 
try to help others to get their 
point of view, the more they gain 
for themselves. But those who 
are heedless and self-centered, 
careless, forgetting what good 
they hear, are apt to lose what 
they have 
Merely 
sowing 
the 
seed 
is 
enough. We should have faith 
that It will fall into good ground, 
as the man sows and sleeps and 
wakes to do other work. The earth 
will take care of even a tiny seed 
like a mustard seed and bring 
forth maybe a great tree which 
will be shelter and comfort to 
many.
